JAPANESE CRUELTY 


Hongkong Bankers Slap-

NEW CLASFICATON 


Men Qualified for Officers’ 
Training May Join While 
Awaiting Commissions. 


Men qualified for Naval Reserve 


officers’ training may be placed 
in a new naval classification, at 


the discretion of the Office of 
Naval Officer Procurement and en- 
listed immediately as apprentice 
seamen, pending approval of their 
applications for commissions, 
Lieut. Commander Edison Dick 
announced today. 

“Thig procedure will be used 
only when necessary to assure sé- 
curing for the Navy a man-whose 
skill and training are needed,” he 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter. “The 
new classification, Class V-11, in 
no way affects previous classifi- 
cations, nor changes the require- 
ments for candidates. 

“If circumstances warranting as- 
signment to Class V-11 are indi- 
cated, no promise will be made to 
. the apprentice seaman thus en- 
listed that physical defects which 
exist at the time of his enlistment 
will be waived for subsequent ap- 
pointments, 

“Tf vacancies do not exist for 
the candidate and his application 
is not approved, he will be dis- 
charged. The period of enlistment 
will not exceed 90 days under such 
circumstances.” 

Candidates who for any reason 
are not recommended for com- 
missions may be transferred, at 
their request, to enlisted status or 
some other class of the Naval Re- 
serve for which they are qualified, 
Commander Dick said. 

“When an officer is graduated 
from the Naval Academy,” Com. 
Dick said, “he receives a college 
degree. Candidates for Naval Re- 
serve officers’ training must meet 
the same standards and must meet 
the physical requirements estab- 
lished by the Naval Reserve.” 

The Navy’s greatest officer need 
at present, he added, is for men 
in technical fields such as radio, 

electrical, aeronautical and me- 
chanical engineering; for men ex- 
perienced in Diesel engines, tur- 
bines and gound engineering and 
for men with small power boat 
and small arms experience. 

Billets are available in various 
other classifications fer qualified 
college men, preferably between 
the ages of 28 and 38, he added. 

The new classification expedites 
the retention of eligible applicants 
while the routine consideration of 
candidates, which may take as 
long as two months, is proceeding, 
he said. Applicants may be placed 
either in the new classification or 
be permitted to remain in civilian

operations. Allied observers realize 
that the real test is yet to come.”

‘Concerted Attack’ De 
veloping. Against Stra- 
tegic Chekiang City, 
Chungking Reports. 


CHUNGKING, Aug. 26 (AP).— 
The counterattacking Chinese have 
occupied a point four and one-half 
miles from Chuhsien and now are 
developing a “concerted attack” 
on that strategic. Chekiang pro- 
vincial city from which Japan 
could be bombed, the Chinese high 
command announced tonight. 

Chuhsien is the site of the big- 
gest air field in China, built by 
the labor of 200,000 coolies. 

The Chinese attack extends their 
grasp on the Chekiang-Kiangsi 
railway to about 165 miles, 40 of 
them in coastal Chekiang in a 
thrust from the west, the rest in 
Kingsi in drives from both east 
and west.

They rounded up 20 votes, all from 
Southern Senators, in a futile effort to kill the 
amendment, which obtained 33 affirmative votes. 
Talk of a filibuster in the House is now heard. 
There are predictions that the poll tax amendment 
will cause such protracted debate that the bill cannot 
be enacted in time for the November elections. 

The Southern opposition to this bill is on the 
contention that “it is the beginning of an attempt 
to destroy the election laws of the various states,” 
as Representative Rankin of Mississippi said. It is 
nothing of the kind. It is merely an attempt to 
provide uniform absentee-voting machinery for the 
benefit of service men from states which do not have 
such laws, and to eliminate the red tape which cuts

An Encouraging Explanation of the Raw 
Material Shortage. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
MORE favorable interpretation of 
Donald Nelson's report on the na- 
tion's production is warranted than that 
generally placed on it. 

We are told that the July war goods 
output was 7 per cent behind schedule, 
from which it might be assumed that 
industrial management and labor have 
fallen down on the job. This would not 
be in accordance with the facts. 

A- survey by the National Industrial 
Conference «Board indicates that the 
most important cause of slowing essen- 
tial war production is raw material 
shortages. This condition was encoun- 
tered by three-fifths of the substantial 
number of companies consulted by the 
board. About one-third of the business 
executives consulted reported that either 
shift operations or the number of hours 
worked in a shift have had to be cur- 
tailed. 

Why is there a raw material shortage? 
There is no suggestion that the steel in- 
dustry is behind schedule, that the cop- 
per industry is behind schedule, that the 
aluminum industry is behind schedule, or 
that any industry supplying essential 
raw material is behind schedule. ‘Facts 
are, these industries are ahead of sched- 
ules! However, important amounts of 

ese essential raw materials are being 

ent abroad on lease-lend to our allies, 

This letter is not to quarrel with the 
decision to send them abroad, Undoubt- 
edly it makes good sense to ship steel 
billets rather than take up a larger 
amount of shipping space with tanks. 
Undoubtedly it makes good sense to ship 
copper, which our allies can fabricate 
into munitions adaptable to their weap- 
ons and for which they have immediate 
use, rather than build up large stocks 
of American 30.06 ammunition which 
cannot be used in British or Russian 
weapons.

2. Given the present situation of opposing 
forces, a victory of Hitler’s Germany would 
immediately hold for the entire world con- 
sequences of a breadth and gravity to which 
even a sweeping Russian victory would not 
lead. Such a Russjan victory would leave 
the democratic powers their freedom of 
action, would leave free to act the Christian 
energies which still work therein and have 
therein every opportunity to widen their 
range, 

The Western world would retain the pos- 
sibility of opposing the development within 
its own body of the Communist ferment by 
any fitting action—above all by depriving 
Communism of ‘its pretexts. It is important 
only, while helping the Russian people, that 
one be thoroughly resolved to guard against 
Communism—which, of course, presents dif- 
ficult problems, Where today are the easy 
problems?. Yet thus to guard oneself is 
not at all impossible. 


3. Finally, the all-important historical fact. 


is that in moving over to the demacratic 
camp, the Russian people is in the process 
of re-entering the Western community, and 
that in itself enlarges the possibilities of 
civilization’s victory. 

The leaven of Christian forces ever exists 
in this people, despite the havoc wrought by 
atheist propaganda in Russia and despite 
persecution. An action of generosity and 
justice toward the Russian people on the 
part of Christians will help them in the 
work of transformation which may take 
place within them, and which, without lead-

HOSPITAL 1S: DEMOTED 


Dr. J. R. Bunch Is Made As- 
sistant Superintendent at 
Farmington. 


Dr. J. R. Bunch, whose removal 
as superintendent of the State 
Hospital at Fulton was requested 
last month by State, Senator 
George Miller of Sedalia and Dr. 
Ernest Schroers, a Fulton dentist, 
was demoted yesterday to assist- 
ant superintendent of the State 
Hospital. at. Farmington by the 
State Eleemosynary Board, meet- 
ing at Hotel Jefferson. 

Dr. C. C. Ault, who has been 
assistant at Farmington; was ap- 
pointed to replace Dr. Bunch as 
chief of the Fulton institution, The 
changes will be effective ‘next 
‘Tuesday. 

Ira Jones, chairman of the 
board, who announced the trans- 
fers, said all members of the 
board had agreed on the changes. 
He said they were made “for the 
good of the service.” Superintend- 
ents of the State Hospitals are 
paid $300 a month and their assist- 
ants, $200. 

In requesting the removal of Dr. 
Bunch, Senator Miller and Dr. 
Schroers told Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell that Dr. Bunch “lacked execu- 
tive ability” to administer hospital 
affairs. Last March, State Sena- 
tor W. B. Whitlow of Fulton criti- 
cised the policy at the Fulton in- 
stitution of making pay deductions 
from employes’ salaries for time 
spent taking Army induction ex- 
aminations. | 

Dr. Bunch had been superintend- 
ent of the Fulton institution once 
before. He was appointed super- 
intendent of that hospital in 1939 
and a year later was made super- 

intendent of the State Hospital 
at St. Joseph. Last year he was 
transferred to Fulton. 

The board announced also the 
appointment of: Earl Roberts of 

Mt. Vernon as steward of the 
State Sanitorium there. He will 
succeed C,. W: Neff of Nevada, 
who has been ill. The job pays 
$200 a month.

Of course, I had a rather worse dose of prisons—1li—than 
the other women, for I had been arrested and had been through 
the farce of a trial on suspicion of espionage. The charge was 
considered proven, for it is an impossibility to prove to a Ger- 
man that you are not a spy. The less they can catch you at it 
the more it proves to them your diabolical cunning. So to me 
life, just being alive at all, is a wonderful thing, an unexpected 
gift from heaven. 

And how almost incredible it is to me when people worry 
and complain about small deprivations. Gas, silk stockings, 


sugar—how childishly absurd. 


You HAPPY fk a 1. x. not seen, as I did, a 
beautiful, delicate girl not quite 16, taken out each day for a 
week to be. brutally beaten for two hours till her back was one 
bloody sore because she would not tell where her fiance had 
fled. In the end, when they failed to force her to save her life 
for his they hanged her. Poor Zora! Those Serbian women! 
They were quite incredibly, simply brave. They walked from 
the prison, one after the other, with stern calmness to their 
deaths. That was the only, the last thing they could do for 
their beloved country: Show the Nazi beasts a serenely confi- 
dent, an unconquerable mien. Do you wonder that I gave those 
women my solemn promise to devote my life—if I should come 
through alive—to taking care of their children’s future? It 
was the last comfort in their dying hearts.

Are Best for 
Little Child 
By Angelo Patri. : 


C floor rather than sit on chairs. 
A chair is not always conven- 
fent to the play action. It is too 
high or too low; it interferes with 
free movement, and‘ then, too, it 
keeps the feet off the ground, and 
if there is any one time more than 
another when feet much touch the 


ground, it is in playtime. Clear the - 


floor. 

A rug softens noises and breaks 
the bumps, but it is not as easily 
kept clean, nor as easily used as 
a polished floor. Blocks do not 
stand so well; wheels do not turn 


‘go easily on a rug as they do on 


smooth wood. The bare, clean floor 
is what is needed, but if there must 
be a cover, let it be linoleum. Of 


course, it is cool, and cold, but, ae 


is easily cleaned; it is smooth and 
it allows the free use of toys. 

One of the best occupations for 
little children is a floor black- 
board. Get a sheet of heavy black 
cloth and tack it firmly to the 
floor. Give the child a bit of chalk 
and a flannel rag and let him .get 
to work. He will make pictures, 
scribble and scrawl, and thorough- 
ly enjoy himself.

THIS EXERCISE allows him to 
scribble and scrawl where his work 
does no harm. A long, curving 
scrawling mark on the blackboard 
will harm nothing while it gives 
the child the greatest imaginable 
satisfaction. . 


Children below the age of 6 


must use their larger muscles in 
great, sweeping motions and there 
are few opportunities for them to 
do that legitimately, That is why 
throw stones, scale 
rocks and fling sticks.

THESE GAMES REQUIRE the 
help of an interested and interest- 
ing older person who tells the story 
that the map displays. Little chil- 
dren listen breathlessly to the 
story of a journey on the map, 
stopping off at interesting places 
to take on loads of wonderful rich- 
es, Soon they begin to do the buy- 


ing and loading and enjoy a won- 


derful experience. 

These floor games that allow 
children to move easily; over a 
wide space, use their larger mus- 
cles, fill their minds with new and 
useful ideas, will come in handy 
during hours of enforced idleness 
indoors. The effort that some older 
person will make to have the game 
function will be repaid many times 
over in the happiness of the chil- 
dren and in the growth they make. 

The care of the materials is 
simple, The blackboard eloth is 
wiped and rolled and put in the 
closet. The maps are pasted on 
muslin, rolled and kept on a handy 
shelf. The cost is slight, the serv- 
ice as complete as the leader 
makes it, :

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Oily Skin Tr

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IRLS in their ‘early teens are 
G often bothered with oily skin 
and occasional pimples. And 
because the condition does not 
seem severe enough to warrant a 
medical examination, they let it go. 
This complexion fault often 
clears up as these young girls 
grow older, but meanwhile here is 
a routine that should help: 
First—The use of cold creams on 
this oily young skin should be 
avoided—for two reasons: The skin 
already has enough oil, and creams 
may spread the pimply infection. 
Second — The face should be 
washed frequently—three or even 


four times daily, If there is much 


oiliness, a stronger soap such as 
tincture of green soap is often 
beneficial, because of its antisep- 
tic and drying action. 

Third — The water in washing 
should be lukewarm, not hot. The 
washcloth should be of rough tex- 
ture such as terry cloth and the 


scrubbing should be vigorous, but 
should not irritate the skin or 
make it sting. 

Fourth—Apply powder directly, 
without a cream foundation. Fluff 
it on with a clean puff or bit of 
cotton; don’t rub it in. 

Fifth—Don’'t touch the face with 
the hands except when washing 
the face or powdering. Then be 
sure your hands are clean. 

Sixth—Get a sun-tan, but in 
moderation; you don’t have to 
burn ‘yourself black, but sunshine 
is good for pimply skins. 

Seventh—Eat green and yellow 
vegetables, fresh fruits, eggs, meat, 
whole wheat bread, whole grain 
cereals, milk, butter. Drink six 
to eight glasses of water daily and 
gee that elimination is normal, 

Lastly—If your skin does not im- 
prove on this routine or if it be- 
comes worse, consult your doctor 
or a physician who specializes in 
dermatology.

The college player 
has mogse mature bones, better pro- 
tective equipment and is a little 
more wary. That is why I think 
football should be prohibited for 
high-scholo students until at least 
the senior year.

THESE STATEMENTS are made 
on the basis of a nationwide clip- 
ping service that I began to sub- 
scribe to last September. I by no 
means claim they are complete. 

If you think I exaggerate, let me 
quote the report of the Western 
Pennsylvania Safety Council, for 
‘the year 1941: “One out of every 
three football players is injured 
each year. Based on a five-year 
survey, 100,000 such injuries cost 
American parents $1,000,000 annu- 
ally. Between 60,000 and 75,000 boys 
are temporarily crippled each year 
and 1,225,000 school days are lost 
through injuries.” 

I have records of 23 deaths last 
year from football injuries—one in 
college, 14 in high school and eight 
on sandlots. , 


The coaches don’t like these fig- 
ures. One of them wrote a very 
sarcastic article about me last year. 
The next day one of the players on 
his team was killed by injury dur- 
ing the game. When interviewed, 
the coach said that such things 
constituted only a small percent- 
age considering how many players 
of football there were in the coun- 
try. That should have been a great 
comfort to the dead boy’s parents.

BUT THE COACHES ought to 
be careful themselves. There — is 
considerable occupational: hazard 
to being a football coach. Two last 
year died of heart failure during 
the game; these were those fel- 
lows who had built up such a fine 
physique through a lifetime of ath- 
letics. We all hear football is so 
good for the health. 

I have a record of 11 coaches 
who suffered injuries as serious 
as broken bones, or worse, while 
teaching their pupils how to pro- 
tect themselves. 

Three games in 1941 were called 
off because one or the other team 
had‘ injured so many players in 
action that they could not muster 
11 whole men who could stand on 
their feet. . |
